Re-Elect  Officers 

Biloxi,  Feb.  16  —  Dr.  M.  A.  Hug¬ 
gins  of  Raleigh,  N.  C„  was  re-elected 
president  of  the  Executive  Secretaries 
organization  of  the  Southern  Baptist 
Convention  at  a  meeting  of  the  secre¬ 
taries  here  today. 

Also  re-elected  were  Dr.  John  Mc- 
Oulre.  Jacksonville,  Fla.,  vice-presi¬ 
dent:  and  Dr.  Willis  J.  Ray.  Phoenix, 
Ariz .  recording  secretary. 

Eighteen  states  of  the  Southern 
Baptist  Convention  territory  were  re¬ 
presented  at  the  meeting. 

The  Rroup  voted  to  hold  Its  1950 
,  meeting  at  Washington.  D.  C.,  next 
February. 

A  membership  growth  of  312,000 
during  1948  was  revealed  In  an  evan¬ 
gelistic  report  covering  this  territory. 
The  report  showed  there  are  now  6,- 
500.000  Southern  Baptists  belonging 
to  26  000  churches. 

Dr.  D.  A.  McCall,  of  Jackson,  paid 
tribute  to  the  22  assoclational  mis¬ 
sionaries  in  Mississippi  who  have  or¬ 
ganized  churches,  held  revivals  and 
furthered  the  work  of  the  church  here. 

He  also  cited  outstanding  work  done 
In  1948  by  the  Association  Mission  and 
the  Mississippi  Baptist  Seminary  for 
negroes.

At  9:30  each  morning  during  the 
first  week  Dr.  D.  A.  McCall.  Executive 
Secretary  of  the  Baptist  Ctrtivention 
Board,  will  discuss  ’  Church  Problems." 
During  the  second  week  at  that  per¬ 
iod.  an  address  will  be  delivered  each 
morning  on  various  phases  of  the 
church  program.  Sunday  School.  Bro¬ 
therhood.  Training  Union,  and  Wo¬ 
man’s  Missionary  Union.  The  Baptist 
Bookstore  will  present  a  program  on 
Visual  Aids.

Only  3  Thousand  SBC  Churches 
Have  All  Four  Organizations _ 


By  Porter  Routh 

Only  3.091  churches  In  the  South¬ 
ern  Baptist  Convention  have  all  four 
of  the  major  organizations  sponsored 
by  the  Convention,  it  is  revealed  in  a 
survey  to  be  published  in  the  1949 
Southern  Baptist  Handbook,  based  on 
data  supplied  by  959  assoclational 
clerks. 

The  survey,  the  first  com¬ 
plete  study  made  of  the  organiza¬ 
tional  life  of  Southern  Baptist 
churches,  shows  that  6,875  churches 
have  Sunday  school.  Training  Union 
and  W.  M.  U„  but  no  Brotherhood. 
Among  the  surprising  facts  disclosed 
by  the  analysis  is  the  Information  that 
3,130  churches  have  Sunday  school 
and  W.  M.  U,  but  no  Training  Union 
or  Brotherhood:  and  3,046  churches 
have  Sunday  Sehool  and  Training 
Union,  but  no  W.  M.  U.  or  Brother¬ 
hood.

WASHINGTON,  D.  C.  —  (RNSI— • 
Federal  aid  to  education  which  would 
bar  funds  to  private  schools  was  urged 
here  In  a  resolution  adopted  by  the 
Joint  Conference  Committee  on  Pub¬ 
lic  Relations  of  U.  S.  Baptists. 

The  resoiotion  called  upon  Congress 
to  defeat  attempts  of  any  church 
(roup  to  obtain  public  funds  for  paro¬ 
chial  schools. 

It  specifically  urged  revision  of  a 
federal  aid-to-education  bill  In  Con¬ 
gress.  to  provide  that  the  aid  go  only 
to  public  schools. 

The  bill,  introduced  by  Senators 
Thomas  (D.-Utah)  and  Taft  (R.- 
Ohio>,  calls  for  expenditure  of  $300,- 
000,000  a  year  for  aid  to  elementary 
and  secondary  schools.  As  now  writ¬ 
ten  It  would  leave  it  up  to  the  states 
to  decide  whether  the  funds  would  be 
used  for  private  and  parochial  schools 
In  addition  to  public  Institutions.  A 
similar  bill  passed  the  Senate  last  year 
but  the  House  took  no  action. 

In  another  resolution,  the  Baptist 
group  approved  liberalized  displaced 
persons  legislation  by  endorsing  the 
McGrath-Neely  bill  in  the  Senate  and 
an  Identical  bill  Introduced  In  the 
House  by  Rep.  Emanuel  Celler  (D-N. 
Y.>.

It  is  my  conviction  that  the  great¬ 
est  single  need  of  young  life  in  Amer¬ 
ica  today  is  the  need  for  restoration 
of  the  home  as  a  dependable,  godly 
Influence.  Our  lads  and  lassies  are 
in  desperate  need  of  sources  of 
strength  from  the  home. 

The  greatest  source  of  strength  will 
come  from  the  family  altar.  If  from 
the  child’s  earliest  memory  he  is  a 
part  of  a  daily  family  devotional  per¬ 
iod.  hearing  Gods  word,  learning  to 
love  and  respect  It,  the  possibility  of 
his  becoming  a  juvenile  problem  is 
greatly  reduced.  The  establishment  of 
a  family  altar  will  generally  assure  the 
right  parental  teaching  and  wise  par¬ 
ental  discipline. 

Even  If  It  necessitates  an  earlier 
family  rising  than  has  heretofore  been 
customary,  every  Southern  Baptist 
family  ought  to  read  God’s  word  and 
pray  together  as  a  family  group  daily. 
With  day  In  and  out  parental  teach¬ 
ing  and  discipline,  and  with  a  dally 
family  period  of  worship,  the  youth 
dangers  of  today  would  cease  to  be 
major  menace.

atlil  8.769  churches  which  reported  a 
Sunday  school  ag  their  only  organi¬ 
sation  In  1948.  There  were  only  i  sm 
churches  reporting  no  Sunday  School. 
Many  of  these  churches  are  Inactive, 
but  are  still  carried  on  associational 
lists. 

Of  the  large  states,  Texas  and  Louis¬ 
iana  report  the  largest  percentage  of 
churches  with  all  organizations.  The 
complete  survey,  showing  the  number 
of  organizations  in  each  state,  will  be 
published  in  the  1949  Southern  Bap¬ 
tist  Handbook,  soon  to  be  on  sale  by 
Baptist  bookstores. 


Australian  Churchmen 
Denounce  Rita  Hayworth 

SYDNEY  — (RNS> —  Australian 
churchmen  of  all  faiths  are  increased 
at  American  movie  actress  Rita  Hay¬ 
worth  because  of  her  public  associa¬ 
tion  with  Moslem  Prince  Aly  Khan. 

<A  report  from  Cannes,  France,  said 
the  Prince  announced  he  would  di- 
▼uree  his  present  wife  to  marry  Mtes 
Hayworth.  He  said  the  actress  would 
“not  necessarily"  have  to  adopt  the 
Moslem  religion.) 

Clergymen  in  this  country  general¬ 
ly  are  in  agreement  with  a  Hollywood 
trade  paper  which  urged  the  motion 
picture  industry  “to  wash  its  hands" 
of  Miss  Hayworth. 

The  Rev.  C.  Irving  Benson  of  Wes¬ 
ley  church.  Melbourne,  said  it  was 
“refreshing  to  find  that  Hollywood 
was  recognizing  that  there  were  limits 
which  even  the  laxity  of  Hollywood 
could  not  let  go  unrebuked." 

The  Rev.  J.  Arthur  Lewis,  a  Mel¬ 
bourne  Baptist,  declared  that  "Holly¬ 
wood's  morals  stink  and  the  sooner 
we  clean  them  up  the  better."  The 
Rev.  W.  L.  Jarvis,  a  Sydney  Baptist 
said  It  would  be  unfair  to  condemn 
only  Miss  Hayworth  as  "Hollywood’s 
morals  have  slipped  so  low." 

“If  we  worried  about  the  morals  of 
the  film  stars."  he  said,  “we  would 
be  In  a  nice  fix  as  we  could  not  con¬ 
demn  Rita  Hayworth  without  con¬ 
demning  half  the  population  of  Holly¬ 
wood."

OR.  LEE  ANSWERS  OPEN 
LETTER  FROM  MOFFATT 

By  Robert  G.  Lee.  D.  D. 

President.  Southern  Baptist 
Convention 

Prayerfully  Interested  have  1  been 
In  Dr.  Fred  Moffat's  open  letter  ad¬ 
dressed  to  me  and  the  Committee  on 
Order  of  business  asking  that  we  set 
aside  one  day  of  the  Convention  for 
prayer  and  testimony. 

Knowing  Dr.  Moffatts'  consecrated 
life,  we  share  his  desire  that  our  Bap¬ 
tist  hosts  be  possessed  of  heavenly 
power  and  spiritual  p^sion  to  the  end 
that  all  the  earth  shall  hear  the 
Gospel  preached. 

And  in  January  last  —before  I  re¬ 
ceived  Dr.  Moffatt’s  open  letter  —  I 
had  written  Dr.  E.  H.  Westmoreland. 
Chairman  of  the  Committee  on  Order 
of  Business,  and  each  member  of  the 
committee,  suggesting  that  we  call  for 
observance  of  a  day  of  prayer  In  all 
the  churches  of  our  Southland  —  pro¬ 
bably  in  April  —  before  the  meeting 
of  our  Southern  Baptist  Convention. 
The  calling  all  our  people  to  repent¬ 
ance  and  prayer  in  all  of  our  churches 
and  seminaries  and  educational  Insti¬ 
tutions  was  our  purpose.  According  to 
the  Constitution  and  by  -  laws  the 
president  and  the  Committee  on  Or¬ 
der  of  Business  have  not  the  authority 
to  set  aside  such  a  day.  And  certain¬ 
ly  we  disparage  not  Dr.  Moffatt’s  arti¬ 
cle  —  knowing  full  well  that  he  wrote 
this  open  letter  wfth  the  gracious 
purpose  to  glorify  God.  and  believing 
as  he  wrote  that  he  was  led  of  God. 
If  the  Convention  votes  to  set  aside  a 
while  day  for  prayer  and  testimony, 
it  can  do  so. 

Today  men  and  women  are  bewildered 
and  distracted  by  the  problems  and  dif¬ 
ficulties  of  life.  What  we  need  Is  what 
God  can  do.  What  God  can  do  will  be 
done  for  us  when  God's  people  pray.  # 
Only  through  prayer  can  we  have  the 
spirit  to  co-operate  tn  a  world-wide  pro¬ 
gram  —  and  deepen  our  own  spirituality. 

It  is  the  conviction  of  all  who  have 
prayed  the  faithfulness  of  God  that  noth¬ 
ing  lies  beyond  the  reach  of  prayer  except 
that  which  lies  outside  the  will  of  God. 

We  all  know  that,  as  I  said  in  my 
call  to  prayer  for  October  27.  1948.  pray¬ 
er  should  be  the  portion,  pastime,  and 
passion  of  Southern  Baptists. 

But.  after  much  thought.  I  offer  this 
plan  for  calling  our  people  to  repentance 
and  prayer  —  Instead  of  Dr.  MofTatt's 
proposal  as  expressed  In  his  OPQt  LET¬ 
TER: 

I  •  That  we  ask  our  churches  to  set 
aside  a  day  for  repentance  and  prayer 
tn_Apttl  —  stressing  the  importance  and 
necesSKy  of  such  in  view  of  the  needs 
and  miseries  of  the  world.  If\ll  our  pas¬ 
tors  and  their  people  would  do  this  before 
the  Convention,  we  would  have  millions 
praying  instead  of  the  few  thousand  who 
attend  the  Convention.  Then  we  have  the 
expectancy  that  we  should  begin,  con¬ 
tinue.  and  end  our  Convention  tn  the 
power  of  the  Holy  Spirit. 

II  -  Humbly  confessing  our  sins,  wisely 
recognizing  that  what  we  need  most  is 
what  God  can  do  for  us  — through  us.  let 
us  have  prayer  assemblies  in  the  Conven¬ 
tion  hall,  before  the  opening  hours  of 
the  Convention  sessions.  Many  could 
thus  gather  for  prayer. 

ITI  -  Could  we  not  have  many  who 
could  and  would  remain  after  each  ses¬ 
sion  for  a  season  of  prayer? 

TV  -  Let  us  have  small  group  prayer 
meetings  In  the  hotels  after  the  night 
sessions  —  where  men  and  women  will 
Intercede  with  God  for  all  the  causes  and 
all  the  people  for  whom  w  should  pray.

The 
place  was  doubtless  a  graaagrown  moun¬ 
tain  slope,  but  which,  no  one  positively 
knows  Some  people  think  tt  was  to  Oatt- 
ler  and  others  say.  to  Judea.  There  seems 
to  be  strong  reasons  for  rejecting  the 
Idea  that  tt  was  on  the  Mount  of  Olives. 

Every  day  we  bear  somewhat  of  "no- 
tai  •reality.”  All  meu  clamor  fee  H.  They 
waal  la  feel  that  they  have  protection 
from  possible  want.  Thru  we  talk  about 
national  security,  the  need  for  a  Urge 
atr  force,  a  sUadtog  army  aad  a  great 
aavy  to  isswr  us  that!  If  we  are  attack, 
eg  by  ka  enemy  power,  we  shall  be  able 
to  defend  ourselves,  defeat  the  attackers 
and  retain  aw r  security.  In  this  lesson  we 
have  the  secret  of  what  might  be  railed 
ehararter  security — bow  to  build  a  life 
which,  though  storms  may  best  upon  M 
and  adverse  circumstances  arise,  li  will 
yrt  remain  Intact,  solid.  Indissoluble.

Theirs 
Is  the  Kingdom  of  Hedt'en.  Of  course  He

Baptist  Mission  Work  In  China 
To  Continue  Under  Any  New  Regime 

"If  the  time  comes  when  we  have 
no  missionaries  on  the  field  in  China, 
tt  will  be  because  the  door  has  been 
absolutely  shut  and  missionaries  have 
been  thrust  out."  Secretary  Baker  J. 
Cauthen  stated  in  his  report  read  at 
the  February  meeting  of  the  Foreign 
Mission  Board  In  Richmond. 

He  supplemented  this  statement  of 
policy  regarding  missionary  activity 
during  the  trying  situation  in  China  by 
nylng:  “We  do  not  know  what  oppor¬ 
tunities  for  missionary  work  will  be 
found  under  a  new  regime.  The  time 
could  come  when  missionaries  would 
find  tt  Impossible  to  function  and 
would  be  forced  to  leave.  We  do  not 
believe  that  time  Is  immediately  ahead 
of  ua  We  pray  It  may  never  come. 

“As  long  as  missionaries  can  main¬ 
tain  freedom  and  life  and  their  pre¬ 
sence  be  an  asset  rather  than  a  liabi¬ 
lity  to  the  work  they  serve,  they  win 
be  wUling  to  carry  on  under  whatever 
regime  comes  in  power." 

Units  of  both  the  American  Navy 
and  the  British  fleet  are  standing  by 
in  Shanghai  and  Tsingtao  to  prevent 
any  disorder  threatening  American 
and  British  life.  Dr.  Cauthen  stated. 

When  present  emergencies  began  on 
November  1  Southern  Baptists  had 
162  missionaries  with  57  children  In 
China.  Now  there  are  106  missionaries 
with  22  children  In  China,  most  of 
them  In  Shanghai  and  the  southern 
area.  Twenty-four  of  the  China  mis¬ 
sionaries  and  their  children  are  at 
Baguio  In  the  Philippines  where  a 
language  school  has  been  set  up  for 
those  who  had  not  finished  language 
study  In  China.  Two  missionaries  have 
returned  to  Honolulu  to  serve  and 
thirty  have  returned  to  the  United 
States.

the  Jews  have  set  up  a  military  gov¬ 
ernment.  For  a  time  the  missionaries 
thought  they  might  have  to  move  the 
George  W.  Truett  orphanage  from 
Nazareth  to  some  place  in  Lebanon  la 
order  to  continue  their  work  with  the 
Arabic  people.  But  now  tt  seems  evi¬ 
dent  that,  although  In  the  Jewish 
state,  Galilee  will  be  an  Arab  section 
with  Nazareth  as  the  principal  city. 
The  missionaries  are  remaining  at 
least  for  awhile  to  see  what  course 
events  may  take. 

The  governor  of  the  district  of  Gali¬ 
lee  is  interested  In  the  orphanage^ 
When,  at  the  beginning  of  the  yeas, 
the  kindergarten  lacked  desks  and 
benches  for  the  children,  he  arranged 
for  fifty-six  double  desks  to  be  brougbd 
in  for  the  use  of  the  school. 


More  Mission  Volunteers  Needed 

Secretaries  Samuel  E.  Maddox  and 
Edna  Frances  Dawkins  of  the  Depart¬ 
ment  of  Missionary  Personnel  have 
visited  each  of  the  three  Southern 
Baptist  seminaries  since  the  first  ad 
the  year. 

They  expressed  their  appreciation  of 
the  earnest  missionary  emphasis  evi¬ 
dent  in  each  of  the  schools  and  tha 
number  of  missionary  volunteers  they 
found  there.  However,  in  spite  of  th* 
increasing  list  of  prospective  mis¬ 
sionaries,  the  number  is  still  not  great 
enough  to  meet  the  demand.  Evacua¬ 
tion  of  missionaries  from  some  sec¬ 
tions  of  China  relieves  the  need  for 
spring  appointments  for  that  area, 
but  many  more  appointments  tham 
are  in  prospect  are  needed  for  Japan, 
Africa  and  Latin  America. 

Mr.  Maddox  stresses  the  demand  for 
•  good  missionary  preachers.  Teacher^ 
doctors  and  nurses  are  also  urgently 
needed.

Missionary  Elizabeth  Lee  drove 
through  the  plains  around  Beisan  with 
only  the  fog  lights  on  her  car  to  pick 
out  the  dangerous  broken  bits  Indi¬ 
cating  land  mines  In  the  road.  It  was 
the  middle  of  the  night.  Hers  was 
an  errand  of  mercy  —  to  pick  up 
wounded  refugees  after  the  Arab- Jew¬ 
ish  battle  for  the  village. 

When  Nazareth  was  headquarters  of 
Kawakji  and  his  Arab  army,  Nurse  Lee 
was  called  upon  at  any  and  all  hours 
to  go  out  after  the  wounded  and  bring 
them  to  the  hospital.  When  she  was 
commanded  to  pick  up  the  wounded 
around  Beisan  she  demanded  a  police 
escort — to  protect  the  car,  not  herself. 
It  had  been  stolen  a  few  weeks  before. 

She  drove  out  of  Nazareth  with  an 
armored  police  car  preceding  her.  But 
when  they  reached  the  Plain,  the 
police  car  pulled  to  the  side  of  the 
road  and  stopped. 

“From  here  on  the  road  Is  heavily 
mined,”  the  police  told  her.  “You  go 
ahead.  We  will  follow  you." 

Any  broken  bit  In  the  road  would 
probably  be  a  land  mine,  they  warned 
her.  So  she  crept  along  with  her  police 
escort  behind  her  until  she  found  her 
wounded  refugees  and  brought  them 
M^ely  back  to  the  Nazareth  hospital. 

Later  the  Arabs  surrendered  Naza¬ 
reth  to  the  Jews.  It  Is  now  a  part  of 
the  new  Jewish  state  of  Israel  and

Rsligiouf  Or  Politicol 
Persecution  In  Hungary? 

Much  publicity  has  been  given  the 
Imprisonment  of  Joseph  Cardinal 
Mlndszenthy,  Roman  Catholic  pri¬ 
mate,  by  the  Communist  regime  In 
Hungary,  and  suggestions  have  been 
made  by  high  Catholic  officials  in  this 
country  that  the  United  States  take 
official  action  In  the  matter. 

Recently,  however,  three  bishops  of 
the  Lutheran  church  In  Hungary  is¬ 
sued  a  Joint  statement  criticising 
Cardinal  Mlndszenthy  for  his  ‘‘politi¬ 
cal  Catholicism.'* 

It  Is  difficult  for  us  in  this  country, 
where  religion  freedom  and  spera- 
tion  of  church  and  state  are  guar¬ 
anteed  by  our  Constitution  to  under¬ 
stand  conditions  in  certain  European 
countries  where  incidents,  such  as 
the  arrest  and  Imprisonment  of  this 
Catholic  primate,  have  been  taking 
place. 

According  to  the  Lutheran  bishops, 
whose  Integrity  may  be  regarded  as 
highly  as  the  Catholic  primate,  'Only 
political  Catholicism  has  controversies 
with  the  state  .  . .  Cardinal  Mindszen- 
thy's  activities  would  have  been  for¬ 
bidden  by  any  government.  .  .  God 


entrusted  the  churches  with  the  sal¬ 
vation  of  souls,  and  they  should  not 
be  concerned  over  the  Hungarian 
crown  or. with  the  restoration  of  the 
Hapaburg  dynasty.”  <From  Religious 
News  Service.) 

Under  the  government  of  Hungary, 
which  was  overthrown  by  the  Com¬ 
munists.  the  Catholic  church  was  the 
state  church.  The  Catholic  hierarchy 
was  supreme  in  the  religious  realm 
and  its  influence  in  political  matten 
was  pronounced.

A  local  option  election  called  by  the 
beer  crowd  to  determine  whether  the 
legal  sale  of  beer  should  return  to 
Chickasaw  County  was  held  on  Feb¬ 
ruary  15th.  The  dries  won  the  elec¬ 
tion  by  more  than  two  to  one.  The 
eebes  was  1830  to  remain  dry  and  889 
hr  the  legalisation  of  beer.  It  rained 
eB  day  long  on  the  day  of  the  dec- 

Ee  re  rend  D.  D.  Setters  hi  te.  pastor 
First  Baptist  Church  of  Houston,  led 
this  campaign  He  had  the  full  coope¬ 
ration  of  all  of  the  pastors  In  the 
oeunty  except  two  or  three  and  these 
two  or  three  are  dead  ducks  In  the 
oounty  now.  Brother  Satterwhlte  ar¬ 
ranged  for  many  outside  speakers 
throughout  the  campaign  and  almost 
care  his  full  time  to  it  He  had  the 
full  support  of  all  his  people  These 
pastors  who  worked  In  this  campaign 
sru  loved  by  the  Christian  people  of 
Chickasaw  County  as  they  have  never 
boon  before.  It  was  my  privilege  to 
work  with  them  through  the  last  three 
days  of  the  campaign. 

On  the  Lord’s  Day  preceding  the 
election,  there  were  approximately 
thirty  church  services  where  the  pas¬ 
tors  and  outside  workers  were  thund¬ 
ering  away  against  the  legalization  of 
beer.  On  Monday  a  group  of  us  tra¬ 
veled  over  the  county  with  a  public 
address  system  urging  the  people  to 
vote  and  vote  dry. 

The  Christian  young  people  of 
Chickasaw  County  had  a  great  part 
hi  this  campaign.  For  a  long  time  I 
have  wished  that  I  could  see  the 
Christian  young  people  go  all  out  in 
a  campaign  of  this  nature.  I  saw  It 


tn  Houston.  Voluntarily  and  without 
the  leadership  of  the  pastors,  the 
young  people  from  the  various 
churches  In  Houston  organised  for  all 
out  crusade  against  the  legalisation 
of  beer.  They  printed  posters  and  pla- 
cards  and  put  them  on  display  In  the 
business  houses.  They  had  several 
parades  carrying  U.  8.  flags  and  the 
Christians  flag  with  a  number  of  very 
effective  placards  singing  “Onward 
Christian  Soldiers”  and  other  appro¬ 
priate  songs,  one  of  which  they  pre¬ 
pared  for  the  occasion.  They  put  a 
hogh  cross  some  three  or  four  feet 
wide  and  fourteen  to  eighteen  feet 
high  on  the  court  square.  On  the  cross 
beam  in  large  letters  were  the  words, 
WOULD  CHRIST  VOTE  WET?  I  have 
not  seen  a  more  enthusiastic  group 
of  young  people  than  they  were.  Al¬ 
though  they  could  not  vote  them¬ 
selves  they  made  many  votes  for  the 
dries.  Needless  to  say  that  the  buz- 
sards  of  hell  who  wanted  to  legalise 
beer  were  very  critical  of  the  young 
people  but  the  more  they  said  about 
them  the  more  effective  they  were. 

The  election  has  been  won  and  the 
by-products  that  come  out  of  it  are 
going  to  be  great  Indeed.  Such  a 
campaign  In  any  county  Is  to  the 
cause  of  Christ  almost  what  a  simul¬ 
taneous  revival  In  the  churches  would 
be.  The  pastors  of  all  denominations 
were  drawn  closer  together  and  love 
each  other  more  than  ever.  God's 
people  have  taken  a  stand  that  will 
mean  much  to  the  churches.  Then  It 
ie  their  determination  to  follow  this 
campaign  through  and  drive  the  boot¬ 
leggers  and  their  Joints  out  of  the 
county. 


Dejected  Unionist  Pickets 
Church  Workers 

LOS  ANGELES  —  (RNS>—  One  de¬ 
jected  -  looking  AFT,  picket  dally  paces 
outside  a  church  building  project  In 
the  small  community  of  Paramount, 
midway  between  Los  Angeles  and  Long 
Beach  He  bears  a  dirty,  hand-lettered 
Sign  which  says  “Unfair.” 

Occasionally  he  stops  his  picketing, 
■nd  comes  over  to  rest  and  visit  a 
while  with  the  workers.  Relations  are 
apparently  mutually  friendly,  with  no 
hard  feelings  on  either  side. 

The  workers  are  members  of  the 
First  Brethren  church.  Long  Beach, 
who  are  building  a  $100,000  parochial 
school.  In  order  to  keep  down  ex¬ 
penses.  a  couple  of  hundred  members 
Jt  the  church  are  volunteering  their 
services  at  odd  hours,  so  staggered 
that  there  is  always  a  working  crew 
»  the  Job. 

A  spokesman  for  the  churchmen 
said  union  agents  had  demanded  that 
union  members  be  hired  to  do  the 
work. 

“We  told  them  we  were  going  to  do 
as  much  of  the  work  ourselves  as  are 
could."  said  the  spokesman.  "But  they 
mid  that  didn’t  make  any  difference, 
we’d  have  to  use  their  men  and  that 
we’d  better  get  off  the  Job  and  put 
their  men  on  or  they’d  see  that  we 
didn’t  get  any  gravel,  cement,  steel, 
and  anything  else  we'd  need. 

“Well,  we  Just  told  them  that  this 
Is  the  Lord's  work  and  ire  believed 
that  He’d  see  to  It  that  we'd  get  to 
build  it  ourselves  If  we  want  to.  And 
we  arel" 


There  seems  to  be  a  good  supply  of 
building  material  on  the  Job.  and  the 
church  people  are  going  right  ahead 
with  their  work.

Romania  Decrees  Far-Reaching 
Control  Of  Church  Groups 

BUCHAREST  _iRNS>—  Far-reach¬ 
ing  government  regulation  of  Roma¬ 
nia's  church  groups,  ranging  from 
control  of  their  property  and  funds  to 
supervision  of  their  religious  art.  was 
officially  decreed  here. 

The  decree,  published  In  the  govern¬ 
ment  gazette,  outlined  the  functions 
of  the  Ministry  of  Cults  as  follows: 

(1)  To  supervise  and  control  all  re¬ 
ligious  cults  and  their  branches,  such 
as  communities,  associations,  orders, 
congregations,  and  foundations  with 
religious  or  other  scope; 

(3)  To  supervise  and  control  special 
religious  education  for  training  per¬ 
sonnel  for  all  religious  cults; 

(3)  To  approve  the  establishing  of 
new  communities,  parishes,  religious 
administrative  units  and  the  estab¬ 
lishing  of  new  posts  for  personnel;  to 
know  the  names  of  all  new  personnel, 
paid  or  voluntary.  In  religious  service; 

(4)  To  control  and  supervise  reli¬ 
gious  art  as  well  as  preserve  that 
which  represents  artistic  value; 

<S)  To  supervise  and  control  all 
property  and  funds  of  whatever  na¬ 
ture  or  source  of  all  religious  cults; 

(8)  To  execute  the  work  In  liaison 
with  local  representatives  regarding 
relations  and  information  between 
cults  here  and  abroad.
